SCHOOL    REPORT, 


The  statement  was  made  recently  that  there  were  25,000  New  Hamp- 
shire people  living  within  five  miles  of  the  State  House  at  Boston. 
Dotibtless  all  other  cities  and  larger  villages  of  Massachusetts  have  as 
large  a  per  cent,  of  New  Hampshire  people.  New  Hampshire  brain 
and  muscle,  New  Hampshire  intelligence  and  push,  have  been  and  are 
important  factors  in  the  development  of  our  country  along  intellec- 
tual, moral,  social  and  business  lines.  This  has  resulted  not  alone 
from  the  character  of  our  people,  but  as  well  from  the  training  of  our 
youth,  received  in  their  early  years.  Three-fourths  of  the  students  in 
our  colleges  and  higher  institutions  of  learning  come  from  the  coun- 
try and  rural  villages.  The  great  majority  of  the  men  who  have  given 
New  Hampshire  her  prestige  among  the  states  were  country  born  and 
country  bred — the  product  of  our  rural  schools.  It  is  to  these  schools 
as  primaries  that  we  must  look  for  a  continuance  of  her  influence  in 
the  nation.  Let  them  be  the  object  of  our  most  earnest  solicitude 
and  let  us  feel  that  every  dollar  judiciously  expended  in  their  support 
is  most  judiciously  invested. 

The  schools  in  town,  with  possibly  one  or  two  exceptions,  have  been 
exceedingly  well  taught  during  the  school  year  just  closed.  A  fail- 
ure on  the  part  of  an  inexperienced  teacher  often  is  no  reflection  ei- 
ther on  the  teacher  or  those  hiring  her.  The  school  room  is  the  final 
test  of  fitness  for  school  work.  Often  those  who  have  had  the  advan- 
tages of  the  best  fitting  schools  and  bringing  the  highest  recommen- 
dations, fail  when  put  to  the  final  test. 

The  only  additions  to  our  list  of  text  books  made  during  the  year 
past,  have  been  "The  Seven  British  Classics,"    a   book   for  literary 
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work;  Packard's  Zoology,  and  Cyr's  series  of  Readers, which  is  proving 
equal  to  its  excellent  recommendation. 

The  school  house  in  District  No.  3,  has  been  thoroughly  repaired. 
To  accomodate  the  increase  in  the  number  of  scholars  in  District  No. 
2,  it  was  found  necessary  to  remove  the  partition  dividing  the  room, 
using  the  whole  space,  which  has  been  thoroughly  fitted  up,  thus 
making  one  of  the  pleasantest  school  rooms  in  town. 

The  Board  wish  to  return  their  sincere  thanks  for  the  support   they 
have  received  from  parents  and  friends  during  the  year.
